Examiner's Amendment ^

Specification

A llowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 7 and 9 are allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: ^ 

Regarding independent claims 7 and 9, the claims are considered allowable for reasons of 
record as presented by applicant is the response filed 15 March 2005. 
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In addition, the examiner notes that, contrary to the examiner's original position, the 
McKeever reference is viewed as specifically teaching away from the use of a fluorescence 
medium with a lifetime of no longer than 2 \is because the lifetime must be at least greater than 
approximately 10 \is (see col. 12, lines 56-64, which explains that the lifetime needs to be at least 
greater than the 10 (is relaxation time of the bi-alkali photomultiplier tube. The examiner also 
notes that while the use of BaFBr:Eu 2+ as a stimulable phosphor, particularly for radiation 
imaging applications, is generally known in the art, such systems are not considered as methods 
of "measuring a dose of radiation" per se (such systems are more concerned with the relative 
difference in the accumulated dose among different portions (pixels) of the detector, and not the 
actual accumulated dose), and therefore represent a non-analogous use of such phosphor.
